VERA CRUZ, May I.— In a despe­ 
rate effort to unite al] political fac­ 
tions and organize his defenses to 
resist the United 
States, Dictator 
Huerta has released all political pris­ 
oners in Mexico City, according to ad­ 
vices received here today. The men 
set at liberty include several con­ 
gressmen who opposed the dictator. 
Huerta addressed the prisoners in 
person, according to reports here, 
declaring: “ We are now-, brothers, 
facing the common enemy, the Am­ 
erican invaders." 
At the conclusion 
of H uerta’s speech the freed 
men 
were furnished with arms and sent 
to all parts of Mexico to spread the 
propaganda of the dictator. 
Huerta has seized the saloons in 
the capital in order that he may fur­ 
nish his soldiers with a liberal sup­ 
ply of liquor in hope of keeping them 
loyal to him, according to a message 
received here by the captain of the 
French cruiser Conde.

A Chinese Fica Trap. 
A flea trap is in general use In Sze­ 
chuan.

bamboo is of equal length, but only 
about an inch in diameter.

The trap can 
be placed under bedclothes, among 
rugs and so forth. 
Any fleas that go
